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Metropolitan System Offers Feasible 


Solution of Sewer Problem 


The cities and communities in the San Gabriel valley 


area of Los Angeles county stand in a unique position to- 
day1 and find themselves confronted with a proposition,, the 
adoption of which means a long step forward in future 
development, but which, if rejected, leaves them standing 
alone in the county as champions of a system which has 
proved a failure in Southern California. 


"With every natural attribute to be had for the develop- 


ment of the vast potential resources of the area, the richest 
land, a maximum of sunshine, favorable water supplies, 
greatest per capita wealth of the county, attractive homes 
and: a rapidly increasing population, the valley cities are 
without that necessary facility which permits urban growth 
on a large scale and provides the convenience which has 
become almost a necessity in suburban areas—an adequate 
means of sewage disposal. 


That adequate sewerage facilities are as vital to growth 


as good roads, schools, recreation grounds and all forms of 


- inter-communication, has long since been demonstrated as 


a fact. No city can grow to right proportions without 
them, neither can residential areas accommodate the popu- 
lation which increases with the years. 


To the south and west of the San Gabriel valley, the 


entire area of Los Angeles county, from Montebello and 
Inglewood on the north, to Long Beach and the Palos Ver- 
des hills on the south, have united themselves into one vast 
community for the purpose of providing an outlet for sew- 
age to the ocean. Already this area has bonded itself to 


xf^iit of nearly ten million dollars to defray the ex- • 


pense of construction and are anxiously looking forward 
to the time when the great sewer conduit will be construct- 
ed to the ocean and sewerage facilities afforded. 


On the eve of actual construction to the'south, the San 


Gabriel valley cities awakened to the fact that here, if ever, 
was a splendid opportunity to find that most important 
thing in sewer construction, an outlet for accumulated 
sewage, for without an outlet to a remote point of ultimate 
disposal, any sewerage system constructed in the valley 
must necessarily take care of the sewage close to home, if 
not within the actual boundaries of the city or community 
served. 


Look about you, look about your city and, after visiting 


other sewage disposal plants, try to determine where you 
would locate a disposal plant for your own. city. 
Certainly 


it would not border upon your property, and by the same 
token it w.ould not border upon your neighbors'. "When 
you have carefully investigated this fact for your own 
city or community, multiply it by the innumerable cities 
and thickly settled communities in your own valley and 
the territory to the south and west, and you will quickly 
discover the chaos which would result in attempting to 
solve the sewerage problem individually for each. You will 
also quickly see why the cities and towns to the south for- 
got political boundaries and are hastening to the construc- 
tion o,f a joint system of sewage disposal to the ocean. ,It 
will also speedily become apparent to you why the admin- 
istrative bodies of the San Gabriel valley cities requested 
their country be allowed to participate. 


For the San Gabriel valley .to attempt ocean disposal 


alone would place the cost far beyond the reach of the 
community, but by cooperation with the vast area to the 
south, one great trunk sewer may be built which will serve 
the entire community united upon this important issue as 
a unit. 


The state legislature has provided the legal vehicle upon 


which such a plan may ride to completion, known as the 
county sanitation district act, provided to meet just such 
a situation as has arisen in Los Angeles county, where the 
entire vast community is fast assuming the proportions of 
one large metropolitan area and will some day be built 
upon to such an extent that political boundary lines will 
exist only as such and may be indistinguishable otherwise. 


The San Gabriel valley is united on this vital question 


of sewage disposal through the formation of county sani- 
tation district No. 7 of Los Angeles county, and a plan is 
proposed for sewage disposal to the ocean which is not only 
more economical than any other method, but which will 
forever eliminate the dread spectre of numberless sewage 
disposal plants '' planted'' in our midst, for sewers we must 
have, and, in the very near future, cannot do without. 


That this plan is not thrust upon us, but originated in 


our own cities and towns, is evidenced by the fact that 
resolutions from the boards of trustees and civic organiza- 
tions requested the formation of the district and each and 
every one of our San Gabriel valley city engineers has been 
actively associated with A. K. Warren, chief engineer of 
the district, and his staff in the formation of the plan. 


Let us not overlook this opportunity to save; ourselves 


millions of dollitrs in this important issue, for if this issue 
is defeated at the polls on January 2(Hh the opportunity 
will be gone, and we will find ourselves eiiihiirniKKed with 
all the legion of obstacles confronting inland towns and 
cities in sewage (liKpowi].

Fire Fighters Hold 
Instructive Session 


The monthly meeting and dinner 


of the directors of the Angeles For- 
est Protective association was hold 
Tuesday evening in the private din- 
ingroom of the Palace of Sweets 
with a large attendance of directors 
and federal county fire wardens. 
The president, H. S. Oilman of San 
Diinas, presided. The meeting was 
one of the most interesting and in- 
structive held for many months, the 
speakers dealing with many prob- 
lems pertaining to the suppression' 
of fire hazards' in the mountains. 


Joseph J. Davis, assistant 
fire 


warden of Las Angeles county, gave 
an interesting and detailed report 
of the efforts of his office to curb 
fires of all kinds in Los Angeles 
county which during tho past year 
have met with unprocentcd success. 
A chart prepared by Davis showed 
the office foice attended 255 moun- 
tain and brush fires in .1021 
as 


against 133 hist year. Of this num- 
ber, 210 fires occurod in county ter- 
ritory in 1021 and 121 in 1925. The 
fire menace reached its peak in 1923 
| when 492 fires were attended by the 


• department. The year 1925 marked 
I a drastic 
reduction in fires, 133 


1 being the minhmin established dur- 


federal forest supervisor of Califor- 
nia. 
Mr. Cecil highly commended 


I the work being done by the super- 


variovjs departments of tho grades. 
Two experts are now employed on 
full time, whose duties arc to teach 
the children all the 
elementary 


knowledge of forestry, what 
it 


means to the conservation and pre- 
servation of our water sheds; also to 
superintend the planting of vcrious 
brush and tree seeds in the school 
gardens and tho establishment of 
plantings by the children on

mountain areas.

ties devolving upon the time keepers 
at the various camps during fires. 
This instruction was given by Mr. 
E. V. Lackey of the federal forest 


I service.

were A. E. Marshall and J. L. Mat- 
thews of Covina. 


33 fires from 100 to 500 acres each 
in 1923 as against 1 for 1925; 3 of 
from 500 to 1000 acres in 1923 and 
none in 1925; three from 
1000 to 


]500 acres in 1923 as'against 1 in 
1925. This latter blaze was the lar- 
gest to occur in the jurisdiction of 
the department, in 1925. Fire war- 
den Davis states that the great de- 
crease of fires was due to the educa- 
tional propaganda of the depart- 
ment and the facilities they now 
have for arriving promptly at the 
fire in its early stages.

Athletes Must 


Keep Up Studies 


to Requirements 


Following are scholarship records 


of boys who played on the Covina 
hgh school football squad during the 
past season. 


The California Interscholastic Fed- 
eration 
has 
established 
certain 


standards of scholarship which all 
high school pupils participating in 
athletic contests must meet. All pu- 
pils exceptn inth year must have 
been in school the preceding half 
year, and have carried the equiva- 
lent of three subjects, each having 
five recitations each week. In addi- 
tion to having carried the work of 
the previous semester, a pupil must. 
carry three units of woak at the 
time he is participating in any con- 
test. 


The C. I. F. provides for three 


classes of competition in athletic 
•contests. Class A is known as the 
unlimited group, and has no restric- 
tions as to weight, or height. Class 
B is composed of lighter boys and 
is popularly known as the 
light- 


weight team. Class C is made up of 
the smaller boys. 


Covina high school has been rep- 


resented the past football season by 
all three classes. Forty per cent of 
all the boys enroled in school have 
participated in football. 


The standard high school program 


For a pupil is to carry four subjects, 
thus making four units. A grade of 
one signifies excellent; 
two,good; 


three, bejow average; four, condi- 
tioned; five, failing. For purposes 
of comparison of scholarship of boys 
[jlaying football and those not play- 
ing, a scholarship index has been 
calculated. 


If a pupil makes two grades of 


one, one of two, and one of three, 
these grades are added and divided 
by four, giving a number 1.75. This 
is called the scholarship index of 
this pupil. The lower this index be- 
comes the higher the scholarship 
rank becomes. 


The average grade index of all 


the boys in school for the first quar- 
ter of the present school year is 
compared with the grade index of 
the three classes of football teams. 
Grade index of all boys 
2.61 


Grade index of class C 2.3S 
Grade index of class B 
_ 2.17 


Grade index of class A 
2.33 


Grade index of all football boys..2.29 


The scholarship of the boys who 


have played football is decidedly 
above the average of the school. 
Class A, Southern California cham- 
pions of 1925, had a large group of 
seniors. 


The grade index of these seniors 


for their first quarter as freshmen 
is 2.93. For the first quarter as sen- 
iors it is 2.15. Perhaps not all of 
this improvement has been due to 
the fact that they played football, 
but it distinctly shows that from a 
scholarship standpoint football pays,
